FRANCE ANNOUNCES 
TERMS OF PACTS WITH 
FRANCO GOVERNMENT

PARIS, Feb. 27. 

OLLOWING the Cabinet 
F vote today for recognition of 

the Nationalist Government 
of Gen, Franco in Spain, it was) 
announced the following ac- 
cords had been reached with 
the Franco Government: 

1. Re-establishment of rail and 
postal relations between France 
and Spain. 

2. Settlement of questions con- 
cerning Spanish refugees, gold 
and war supplies in France. 

3. Affirming of friendly rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

“Conforming to diplomatic 
tradition, the Quay d’Orsay (For- 
eign Office) will notify Burgos 
of the Cabinet action,” a com- 
munique said. 

Foreign Ministry sources said 
the terms of the accords would 
be published simultaneously 
here and-at Burgos,

CHILD KEPT ALIVE 4 DAYS 
BY INHALATOR CREW, SAVED 


Volunteer Firemen Called by Fa- 
ther After Doctors Give Up 4- 
Week-Old Influenza Patient. 
GREENSBORO, Pa., Feb. 27.— 
Breath pumped through crude 
equipment for 96 hours into the 
lungs of four-week-old Robert Had- 
lee gave him a new lease of life 

today. 

He contracted influenza only 
three weeks after birth and physi- 
cians gave up hope of his recov- 
erry. The father, Stanley Hadlee, 
a school teacher, summoned the 
inhalator squad of Greéensboro’s 
volunteer fire department. 

For four days without a halt the 
16-man squad, most of them miners, 
labored over the infant in shifts of 
four. A hand pump forced air into 
an artificial lung and then into the 
baby’s nostrils through a cone- 
shaped mask. 

Yesterday, the fire fighters quit 
their pumping, after the family 
physician declared the child out of 
danger.

SHEPPARD OPENS 
SENATE DEBATE 
ON DEFENSE BILL 


Says Attitude of Dictator 
Nations Makes Necessary 
‘Immediate Expansion’ of 
Armed Forces. 


HE ASSERTS CANAL 
MUST BE PROTECTED 


Vandenberg Demands Clear 
Definition of U. S. For- 
eign Policy Before Pass- 
ing Legislation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Chair- 
man Sheppard (Dem.), Texas of 
the Military Committee told the 
Senate today that “the hostile at- 
titudes of certain dictator-con- 
trolled and imperialistic nations” 


make necessary an “immediate ex- 
pansion” of the nation’s armed 
forces. 

Starting debate on the adminis- 
tration’s $358,000,000 Army and Air 
ee expansion bill, Sheppard said 

his view was based on President 
Roosevelt’s recent messages to Con- 
gress. 

Sheppard told the Senate that 
“we cannot draw a line around the 
sea and land frontiers of the United 
States and say that this alone is 
what we will defend. It is not so 
The Panama Canal, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico and Alaska 
are vital links in our defense 
GuOIm, « «2 

“There can be no withdrawal 
from Panama, Hawaii, Puerto Rico 
and Alaska. To permit these stra- 
tegical areas to fall into the hands 
of an enemy would jeopardize the 
security of continental United 
States itself.” 


Vandenberg on Foreign Policy. 


After Sheppard had concluded, 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, demanded that the Senate ob- 
tain a clear definition of this coun- 
try’s foreign policy, before ‘passing 
the defense legislation. He charged 
that the United States was joining 
in an international armanent race 
that “leads to the disintegration of 
civilization through bankruptcy, if 
not through conflict.’ 

Asserting he favored and had 
voted for “adequate defense and ra- 
tional preparedness,” Vandenberg 
said the prime question in the Pres- 
ident’s new national defense pro- 
gram was “adequate for what?” 

Vandenberg said he favored ade- 
quate defense for “minding our own 
business” and enforcement of the 
Monroe Doctrine, but opposed any 
attempts to ‘quarantine aggressor 
nations” or “police the world.” 

“Maybe the Military Affairs and 
Naval Affairs Committees know 
what this program is adequate for,” 
Vandenberg shouted. “I am a 
member of the Foreign Relations 
Committee and we are as much in 
the dark as the man on the street.” 

Vandenberg said the Senate 
should either get President Roose- 
velt to “harmonize” his statements 
on this country’s foreign policy, or 
refer the defense bills to the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee for a 
statement. 

“Deeply Dangerous.” 

Vandenberg referred directly to 
President Roosevelt's Chicago 
speech asking quarantine of ag- 
gressor nations. 

“This is deeply dangerous,” he 
said, 

Vandenberg said that despite im- 
proved communications methods, 
“I still thank God for our two in- 
sulating oceans.” 

“They are still our supreme bene- 
diction,” he asserted... 

“I would resist Fascism or Com- 
munism in our own America to the 
last breath. I would sustain repre- 
sentative democracy to the last 
trumpet call. But I would not jeo- 
pardize our democracy with any 
half-way interference in the affairs 
of other countries by methods said 
to be short of war... . 

“I want us to mind our own busi- 
ness, I would not make partial 
war on anybody.” 

Vandenberg asserted that there 
is “no safety zone” in which “a 
truculent Uncle Sam can _§ stand 
with a chip on his shoulder and no 
one will knock it off.” 

He defended Congress’ right to 
reject the administration's request 
for the fortification of tiny Guam 
Island in the Western Pacific. 

“It is not cowardice to be crit- 
ical of defense programs if they 
contain any element beyond the 
traditional policy of American d2- 
fense,” he said. 


Connally Delivers Reply. 


Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas 
charged Vandenberg with trying to 
direct foreign relations in Congress, 
while the Constitution gave these 
powers to the President. 

“What is all this noise about?” 
asked Connally, looking at Vanden-

MRS. ROOSEVELT 
QUITS SOMETHING, 
MAYBE THE D. A. R. 


She Announces She Is Resign- 
ing—Society Recently Barred 
Negro Singer. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 27. — Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt said today in 
her syndicated column she was re- 
signing from an organization, which 
she did not name, because she does 
not approve of a recent action of 
the group. 

At Washington, Mrs. Roosevelt 
refused to confirm or deny that the 
organization was the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. She also 
declined to indicate whether her 
resignation resulted from refusal of 
the D. A.’ R. to let its Constitution 
Hall at Washington be used for a 
concert by Marian Anderson a Ne- 
gro singer. 

She said the organization from 
which she is resigning has national 
headquarters in Washington and is 
an organization which she has 
joined since entering the White 
House, Mrs. Roosevelt became a 
D. A. R., at the inv#ation of the 
organization, after coming to Wash- 
ington. 

Mrs. Roosevelt wrote in her col 
umn “The question is, if you belong 
to an organization and disapprove 
of an action which is typical of a 
policy, should you resign or is it bet- 
ter to work for a changed point of 
view within the organi@ation? 

“In the past when I was able to 
work actively in any organization 
to which I belonged I have usually 
stayed in until I had at least madé 
a fight and had been defeated. . 
But in this case I belong to an 
organization in which I can do no 
active work. They have taken an 
action which has been widely talked 
of in the press. To remain as a 
member implies approval of that 
action, and therefore I am resign- 
ing.” 


$170,000 ESTATE TAX PAID 
BY ESTATE OF T. M. SAYMAN 


{ $105,000 Inheritance Levy Previous- 


ly Collected by State of 
Missouri. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27.— 
The estate of T. M. Sayman, St. 
Louis soap manufacturer, who died 
Sept. 6, 1937, paid an estate tax of 
$170,211 to the State Treasurer to- 
day. An inheritance tax of $105,749 
was paid previously. The net estate 
was $2,657,000. 

The bulk of the estate, once esti- 
mated as having a gross value of 
$5,000,000, was left in trust for Say- 
man’s second wife, Mrs. Luella B. 
Sayman. However, terms of the 
will were altered by agreement be- 
tween Mrs. Sayman and Sayman’s 
two daughters and two sons by the 
previous marriage. Under the will, 
the sons were to receive $5000 each 
and the daughters $10,000 each. 


Terms of the settlement were not! 


disclosed. 

When executors sought permis- 
sion from the Probate Court last 
December to sell stock in the es- 
tate, it was said Federal and State 
taxes would total $1,419,913.

Bankrupt Broker Was 
Scheduled to Be Freed at 
Leavenworth Wednesday 
After Serving About

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The 
Federal Parole Board todcy rescind- 
ed the parole of Harold J. Kattel- 
man, bankrupt St. Louis broker, 
who would have been released from 
Leavenworth prison Wednesday, 
after serving a little more than a 
third of his five-year sentence for 
mail fraud and violation of the Se- 


curity and Exchange Act. The pa- 
role had been granted in December, 
effective March 1. 

The order today declared that a 
hearing on Kattelman’s application 
for parole, held after protests had 
been made to the board, disclosed 
that he is still subject to an unsat- 
isfied jail sentence for contempt of 
court; that there “is some evidence 
that he is possessed of funds direct- 
ly or indirectly belonging to the 
bankrupt estate,” and that “the 
home community is not only unwill- 
ing but hostile to rehabilitation 
throtiwh-the medium of parole.” 

The. order today was signed by 
Chairman Arthur’ D. Wood and T. 
Webber Wilson. The third member 
of the board, Dr. Charles Whelan, 
died two weeks ago. 


Refers to $39,205 in Cash. 


In mentioning funds of the bank- 
rupt estate believed to be in Kat- 
telman’s possession, the 
Board referred to the $39,205 in 
cash which Kattelman was ordered 
by Dstrict Judge George H. Moore 
to turn over to the receiver of his 
firm, H. J. Kattelman Co, Kattel- 
man spent nearly eight months in 
jail at St. Louis and Bowling Green, 
Mo., for failing to comply with this 
order, which is still pending. Esti- 
mated losses to creditors, through 
the Kattelman failure, amounted to 
abou $350,000.

Supreme Court condemned the sit- 
down strike today. In a decision, 
by Chief Justice Hughes, the court 
upheld the right of the Fansteel 
Metallurgical Corporation of Chi- 
cago to discharge employes who 
seized two key buildings of the 
plant in a sit-down in 1937. 

The Chief Justice characterized 
the “seizure and retention” of the 
property as a “high-handed pro- 
ceeding without shadow of legal 
right.” 
| This was one of three major de- 
cisions delivered today against or- 
ders by the National Labor Rela- 
The three decisions 
‘were the first important defeats 
‘administered to the board since en- 
actment of the Wagner Labor Law 
in 1935. 
| The two other labor decisions 
|were delivered by Justices Stone 
iand Roberts. 

One decision by Justice Stone 
iset aside a Labor Board order di- 
irecting reinstatement of striking 
employes of the Columbian Enamel.

Hughes asserted in the Fansteel 
case, “had the right to strike, but

The French action followed swift- 
ly on the heeis of British Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain's an- 
nouncement to the House of Com- 
mons in London that Britain had 
accorded the Franco r dministration 


unconditional] recognit.on as Spain's 
sovereign Government. 

Both actions, taken in concert, 
had been foreshadowed since Fri- 
day when Premier Edouard Dala- 
dier won the support of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies for recognition of 
the Spanish Nationalists. 

War Virtually at End. 

Even Spanish Republican circles 
here acknowledged that the Span- 
ish civil war was virtually at an 
end, the decisions of Britain and 
France having pulled the last prop 
from under the tottering Repub- 
lican Government of Premier Juan 
Negrin. 

A French Ambassador to Burgos, 
Franco's capital, will be named this 
week. Senator Leon Berard, French 
emissary to Burgos, has been of- 
fered the post but has declined it. 
It is expected to go to a career 
diplomat. 

President Albert Lebrun presided 
at the cabinet meeting in Elysee 
Palace. A communique after the 
meeting adjourned said Daladier 
had reported on negotiations at 
Burgos between Berard and Gen. 
Count. Francisco Gomez Jordana, 
Nationalist Foreign Minister. 

“He also explained accords which 
were reached in conclusion of ne- 
gotiations,” the communique said. 


President Azana’s Departure. 

President Manuel Azana, chief 
of what state there was left after 
31 months of struggle, left his 
headquarters in the Paris Spanish 
Embassy last night.

NEW WAVE OF TERRORISM 


IN PALESTINE; 26 KILLED 


Haifa Market Bombings Result in 20 Deaths 
—Outbreaks Occur With Jew-Arab

Conférence Deadlocked. 


By the Associated Press. 

HAIFA, Palestine, Feb. 27.—Sol- 
diers and police were ordered into 
a state of alert throughout Pales- 
tine today as a new wave of Arab- 
Jew terrorism, coinciding with a 
deadlock in the London  confer- 
ence on the Holy Land, brought 
death to 26 and injuries to 49 per- 
sons over the week-end. — 

Three bomb explosions at the 
Haifa Jewish market and railroad 
station left 20. killed and 37 
wounded. In Jerusalem three Arabs 
were killed by bombs and one Arab 
and one Jew were shot to death by 
snipers. At Jaffa bursting land- 
mines killed one Arab and wound- 
ed four. 

These disorders brought the cas- 
ualty toll since the London peace 
conference opened Feb. 7 to about 
130. 

Both here and in Jerusalem, po- 
lice searched damaged - buildings 
and shattered vegetable trucks for 
bomb fragments likely to give a 
clew to those responsible for the 
explosions. Day and night curfew 
was invoked in Haifa. A landmine 
exploded on the Tel Aviv-Jaffa 
railroad just after a train. passed, 
but caused no damage. 

Angry and wailing crowds be- 
sieged the Haifa hospital seeking 
relatives among the. wounded, most 
of whom were badly hurt. 

The Haifa market place was 
bombed as crowds gathered for 
the morning buying and selling. 
Arabs fled in confusion. Ambu- 
lancés took the injured to the Gov- 
ernment hospital Authorities im- 
mediately cordoned off the scene 
and imposed an indefinite curfew. 


Arab celebrations over reports in-

in Palestine in which Jews would 
have only minority status, with 
Britain giving up its League of Na- 
tions mandate over the Holy Land.

In Haifa, two Jews and a police- 
man were among the wounded. The 
rest were Arabs. 

Two Jews -swere killed yesterday 
in Jerusalem when a bomb was 
thrown into their truck. Police and 
troops who hurried to the scene 
arrested 12 Arabs. 

Jews declared “there will be no 
Jewish ghetto in the land of Is- 
rael,” and the National Council of 
Palestine Jews asserted it would 
oppose unyieldingly the reported 
British plan.

The biggest single appropriation 
ever made for the purpose, Snyder 
said, would he allowed for the pur- 
chase of new semi-automatic rifles 
for the infantry. He said the funds 
in the bill would enable the manu- 
facturers to turn out 200 rifles a 
day on an eight-hour shift and get 
in readiness to step up production 
to 50 Oor 600 rifles a day in event 
of an emergency. 

The original budget estimate for 
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military operations of the War De- 
partment was $461,710,990. Snyder 
indicated the sub-committee had 
held fairly close to that figure. The

Election Board Mails’ Notices 


After House-to-House 
Registration Check, 


Postal-card notices are being 
mailed by the Election Board to 
22,359 registered voters who were 
not found by deputy election clerks 
in a house-to-house canvass con- 
ducted last week. 

Those who still live at the ad- 
dresses where the clerks failed to 
locate them will remain on the list, 
on showing the fact of their resi- 
dence. Those who have moved or 
died, or who fail to answer, will be 
stricken from the voting list be 
fore the city primary of Mareh 10, 
when candidates for President of 
the Board of Aldermen and for Al- 
dermen for 14 #even-numbered 
wards will be named. The net re- 
sult of the canvass will probably 
reduce by several thousand the 
registration, which now stands at 
356,619. 

Adolph C. Wiget, secretary of the 
board, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the number of not-found 
names was not considered larger 
than usual, and did not appear to 
indicate attempts at padding.

South Thirteenth street, have ad- 
mitted a series of six burglaries in 
the last two weeks, police of the 
Lynch Street Station announced to- 
day.

“I had to have money, what could 
[ do?” he asked. “I figured that 
later on we'd get pistols and then 
pull some real/jobs.” His wife 
lives with her parents and he lives 
in the clubroom., 


Thefts From School. 


His hankering for a microscope 
which he had admired when he at- 
tended the Peabody School, 1606 
South Eighteenth street, led to the 
gang's decision to break in there 
last Sunday, he said. Besides the 
$200 microscope, they stole a movie 
projector, portable radio and two 
typewriters, police reported. Other 
burglaries included the theft of two 
cheap fur coats at the Merry Widow 
Theater, 1435 Chouteau avenue, and 
theft of clothing and cigarettes at 
two residences and two groceries, 
police said. All occurred within the 
last two weeks. 


Saturday night, Police-Sergeant 
Gus Tecu, who had received infor- 
mation of the gang's activity, went 
to their clubroom, pressed the buz- 
zer three times, the proper signal, 
and was admitted. He and othr 
officers arrested the whole group 
and recovered most of the loot, 

The youths paid 50 cents a month 
dues’ to help Jones pay the rent. 
Their meeting place was in a dis- 
trict in which social agencies have 
established many clubs for boys in 
an effort to discourage delinquency, 
but the “Manhattan Wild Cats” had 
no sponsor. 


Names of Boys Arrested. 


Besides Jones, those arrested gave 
their names as -\ngelo Rivituso, 19, 
1210 Rutger street; Eugene Sulli- 
van, 17, 1315A South Fourteenth 
street; Charles Kahle Jr., 20, who 
gave the clubroom as his home ad- 
dress; John W. Kellerman, 18, 1414 
South Thirteenth street, and Peter 
Clarence Linton, 20, 1217 Dolman 
street. Two others, both juveniles, 
were held for juvenile authorities. 
The older members of the gang 
were booked suspected of burglary 
and larceny. 

Sullivan, when arrested, was 
wearing a suit which he admitted 
stealing from a cleaning and dye- 
ing company truck, police reported. 
The son of a WPA worker, he told 
the reporter he was unable to find 
work. 


Two Others Married. 


Besides Jones,. Rivituso and 
Kahle are married. Rivituso is 
the father of a 16-month-old boy 
and Kahle’s wife is expecting 4 
baby. Rivituso, small and dark, 
said he had been unable to find a 
job since his dismissal from the 
WPA last May. 

Kellerman said his father was 4 
WPA. foreman and there were nine 
members in his family. “They 
wouldn’t give me spending money 
and I like to go to shows and take 
out girls, that’s why I joined he 
gang,” he told the reporter. 

Jones said the gang played cards 
in the clubroom, drank a little 
beer and whisky and made plans 
for burglaries. Linton added, 
“We're just a bunch of dumbbells.” 
He said he fell in with the gang 
after losing a job driving a truck 
last July.

DRAFTING GRANGE 
INCORPORATE TAX 


Purpose Is to Give Evidence 
of Desire of Administra- 
tion to Co-operate With 


Business. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Treas- 
ury experts are preparing drastic 
revisions of corporation taxes, it 
was learned today, in order to 
give tangible evidence to business 
men of co-operation on the part of 
the administration. 


The proposed changes, designed 
to make business taxes smaller and 
simpler, will. not be made public 
for a month, a high official said. 
because the Treasury desires to 
gauge the March 15 income tax 
payments before offering a bill. 

The official indicated the re- 
visions would be 
combine in possibly two taxes the 
five levies now paid by corpora- 
tions and also te give corporations 
larger allowances for capital as- 
set losses. 


Taxes on Corporations. 


He pointed out that  corpora- 
tions now pay an income tax, ex- 
cess profits tax, undistributed 
profits tax, capital stock tax, and 
social security tax. 

The undistributed profits tax is 
a dead letter in present discus- 
sion, the official said, because the 
1938 Congress substantially re- 
duced it and provided for its auto- 
matic expiration at the end of this 
year. 

The chief objection of corpora- 
tions to present tax lawn, he said, 
is the $2000 limitation on deduc- 
tions of net capital losses. A cor- 
poration that makes $1,000,000 
profit on selling capital assets 
(property and securities, primarily) 
and loses $2,000,000 in liquidating 
other capital assets can claim only 
a $2000 loss as an offset against 
income from sources other than 
the sale of capital assets. 

Similar limitations formerly ap- 
plied to individuals also. 

Regard Tax as Unfair. 
The official said many business

Frankfurter Leaves Hearing. 

Counsel for Hague argued before

Justice Frankfurter lef the bench 
at the beginning of the argument, 
indicating he had disqualified him- 
self from the case. He has been a 
member of the Civil Liberties 
Union. 

Charles Hershenstein. attorney 
for Hague, contended that two main 
issues were involved: Whether the 
lower court had jurisdiction, and 
the validity of a city ordinance in-

“This was not the exercise of ‘the 
right to strike’ to which the act re- 
ferred. It was not a mere quitting 
of work and statement of griev- 
ances, . * > 

“It was an illegal seizure of the 
buildings in order to prevent their 
use by the employer in a lawful 
manner and thus by acts of force 
and violence to compel the employ- 
er to submit. 

“When the employes resorted to 
that sort of compulsion they took 
& position outside of the protection 
of the statute and accepted the risk 
of the termination of their employ- 
ment upon grounds set aside from 
the exercise of the legal rights 
which the statute was designed tu 
conserve.” 


Authority of NLRB Order. 


Discussing the authority of the 
board to require the reinstatement 
of the employes thus discharged, 
Chief Justice Hughes said: 

“For the unfair labor practices of 
respondents the act provided a rem- 
edy. Interference in the summer 
and fall of 1936 with the right of 
self-organization could at once have 
been the subject of complaint to the 
board. The same remedy was avail- 
able to the employes when collective

After a series of conferences, the 
Fansteel workmen were offered the 
alternatives of shutting down the 
plant temporarily or of increasing 
the machine shop force with new 
men. The first was chosen; the 
plant was closed Aug. 31, 1935.

The Labor Board found that the 
company had refused to bargain 
collectively and in addition had 
discriminated against its employes 
by negotiating the new contract. 

Charges of unfair labor practices 
were filed against Fanstee] by the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers of America. 

After a hearing, the board found 
that the company had employed a

“To say that the respondent could 
resort to the State court to recover 
damages or to procure punishment, 
but was powerless to discharge 
those responsible for the unlawful 
seizure would be to create an 
anomalous distinction for which 


there is no warrant unless it can 
be found in the terms of the Na-| 
tional Labor Relations Act..., | 

“We think that the argument (of 
the Labor Board) misconstrues the | 
We are unable to con-| 
clude that Congress intended to’ 
compel employers to retain persons | 
in their employ regardless of un- 
lawful conduct—to invest those who 
go on strike with an immunity from 
discharge for acts of trespass or 
violence against the employer's 
property, which they would not! 
have enjoyed had they remained at 
work, 

“Apart from the question of the 
constitutional validity of an enact- 
ment of that sort, it is enough to 
say that such a legislative inten- 
tion should be found in some defi- 
nite and unmistakable expression. 
We find no such expression in the 


How the Court Divided. 


Justices Reed and Black dissent- 
ed in part. 

Justice Frankfurter did not par- 
ticipate. 

Justice Reed, in his dissenting 
opinion, said that under the law, 
“as now construed by the Court, the 
employer may discharge any strik- 
er, with or without cause, so long 
as the discharge is not used to in- 
terfere with self-organization or 
collective bargaining.” 

“Friction easily engendered by 
labor strife,” Justice Reed con- 
tinued, “may readily give rise to 
conduct, from nose-thumbing to 
sabotage, which will give fair oc- 
casion for discharge on grounds 
other than those prohibited by the 
labor act.” 

The majority of the court, Jus- 
tice Reed said, agrees “with the 
conclusion of the Labor Board that 
Fansteel was guilty of unfair labor 
practices, prior to the strike, in 
campaigning for a company union, 
isolating the union president, mak- 
ing, through its superintendent, 
anti-union statements and employ- 
ing a labor spy.” 

“It also accepts the board's con- 
clusion,” he continued, “that there

collectively. It held that these pro- 
duced the sit-down and that a no- 
tice of discharge given the strikers 
was void because the men remained 
employes under provisions of the 
National Labor Relations Act. 


Justice Stone’s Reasoning. 


Justice Stone concurred in that 
part of the decision which held that 
the board was without statutory 
authority to order reinstatement of 
employes who were discharged on 
Feb. 17, 1937. ; 

“I rest this conclusion,” he said, 
“solely on the construction of the 
National Labor Relations Act. By 
Section 10 the board is given au- 
thority to reinstate in their employ- 
ment only those who are ‘employes.’ 
Before the board made its order, 
the employes, by reason of their 
lawful discharge for cause, had lost 
their status as such, which would 
otherwise have been preserved to 
them.” ’ 

As to 14 employes who were said 
to have aided and abetted the sit- 
down strike, but who were not dis- 
charged, Justice Stone said he 
thought they retained their status 
and that the board had the power 
to reinstate them. 

“Whether that power should be 
exercised was a matter committed 
to the board’s discretion, not ours,” 
Justice Stone said. 

Justice Stone said “the board's 
order is without support unless the 
date of the refusal to bargain col- 
lectively be fixed as on July 23, 
1935.” 

He added: “Restoration of the 
strikers to their employment, by the 
order of the board, could as a prac- 
tical matter be effected only if re- 
spondent had failed in its statutory 
duty to bargain coliectively at some 
time after the approval of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act on July 
5, and before respondent had re- 
sumed normal operation of its fac- 
sg ae 

“Since there must be at least two 
parties to a bargain, and to any ne- 
gotiations for a bargain, it follows 
that there can be no breach of the 
statutory duty by the employer— 
when he has not refused to receive 
communications from his employes 
—without some indication given to 
him by them or their representa- 
tives of their desire or willingness 
to bargain. ... 

“However desirable may be the 
exhibition by the employer of a tol- 
erant and conciliatory spirit in the 
settlement of labor disputes, we 
think it plain that the statute does 
not compel him to seek out his em- 
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spre To on 
n for of col- 
lective bargaining, and that he may 
ignore or reject proposals for such 
bargaining which come from third 
persons not purporting to act with 
authority of his employes, without 
Mr ~ of law and without suffer- 
ng drastic co ces which 
violation may ama 
Columbian Co. Decision. 

In the Columbian Enameling & 
Stamping Co. case, Justice Stone 
said the NLRB’s conclusion that the 
company had refused to bargain 
with a labor union was “without 
support.” 
ar te Black and Reed dissent- 
e 

Justice Frankfurter did not par- 
ticipate. 

Justice Stone said that while the 
Wagner Act “makes it the em- 
ployer’s duty to bargain with his 
employes, and failure to perform 
that duty entails serious conse- 
quences for him, it imposes no like 
duty on his employes.” 

The Columbian strike began 
March 22, 1935, after the enameling 
and stamping mill employes’ union 
had demanded a closed shop. At 
the time a contract was in effect 
between the company and the 
union under which disputes were 
to be submitted to arbitration. 

The Labor Board found the com- 
pany had committed an unfair labor 
practice by refusing to bargain col- 
lectively with the union on July 23, 
1935, after enactment of the Labor 
Law on July 5. It held that, because 
of this, the company should rein- 
state or place on a preferred list 
250 men who participated in the 
strike unless they had obtained 
“equivalent employment elsewhere.” 
No back pay was ordered. Dis- 
charge of men employed since July 
22, 1935, was directed. 

Justice Black’s Dissent. 

Justice Black, dissenting, assert- 
ed that “courts should not—as here 
—substitute their appraisal of the 
evidence for that of the board.” 

“Solely because it believed the 
union had violated its contract,” 


low declined to enforce the board’s 


order, and held that the company 


could not be made responsible for 
its own violation of the act. gn 
this, I believe the Court was in 
error. 

“A disagreement over the terms 
of a contract governing employer- 
employe relations is a labor dispute 
within the terms of the act. Such 
a disagreement can—as it did here 
—produce industrial strife which 


the act was expressly designed to 
prevent.” 

Justice Black said the union “con- 
tracted not to strike ‘pending de- 
cision by the committee of arbri- 
tration’ but there was no decision 
pending. *” 

“There was no arbitration pend- 
ing because the company would not 
arbitrate,” he added. “If the con- 
tract was broken, it was the com- 
pany—not the union—that broke it.” 

on Sands Co, Case. 

In the Sands Co. case at Cleve- 
land, Justice Roberts’ decision af- 
firmed a ruling by the Sixth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals against the 
board. 

The Circuit Court held that the 
Sands Co. had “sincerely attempted 
over a long period” to negotiate 
differences with the Mechanics’ 
Educational Society of America 
and had suspended only after the 
labor organization had taken ac- 
tion “which in effect was equiva- 
lent to a strike.” 

Justice Roberts ruled that the 
Sands Co. had met its obligations 
to attempt to effect a settlement. 

“The act,” Justice Roberts said, 
“does not prohibit an effective dis- 
charge for repudiation by the em- 
ploye of his agreement, any more 
than it prohibits such discharge 
for a tort committed against the 
employer.” 

Interpretation of a contract be- 
tween the company and the union 
caused the controversy. The con- 
tract provided, among other things, 
that “when employes are laid off. 
seniority rights shall rule, and by 
departments.” 

The company contend:sd that un- 
der this provision it did not have 
to transfer idle men from other 
departments to fill vacancies in 
the machine shop, but could em- 
ploy new men,

In addition to the labor decisions 
the Court heard Justice Frankfur- 
ter deliver his first opinion, to 
which no dissent was announced, 
holding unconstitutional a Florida 
law imposing a fee for inspection 
of imported cement. 

Apparently the new Justice had 
memorized the decision. He gazed 
over the crowded courtroom as he 
delivered it, without use of notes. 

The Court set aside, in an opin- 
ion by Justice Black, the convic- 
tion of Hugh Pierre, Lucy (La.) 
Negro under sentence to hang for 
murder. Pierre contended his con- 
viction was unconstitutional be 
cause Negroes were excluded from 
the grand jury which indicted him. 
The Supreme Court action permits 
a new trial. 

The Court held constitutional a 
Pennsylvania law regulating the 
milk industry. The statute was 
challenged by a milk company 
which claimed to ship its entire 
product out of the State. 

Justice Roberts, a resident of| 
Pennsylvania, delivered the major-| 
ity decision holding that “the ef- 
fect of the law on interstate com-| 
merce is incidental and not forbid- | 
den by the Constitution, in the ab- 
sence of regulation by Congress.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—Rome re- 
ports of Beniamino Gigli’s criti- 
cisms of the United States drew 
sharp reactions today from the ten- 
or’s one-time associates in the Met- 
ropolitan Opera company. 

Metropolitan officials recalled 
that Gigli was upset when he ar- 
rived last fall and was compelled 
to pay income taxes due the Gov- 
ernment since his previous visit. 
He also was faced with a rent bill 
of several thousand dollars and oth- 
er claims. 

Mme. Frances Alda, who sang 
with Gigli when he made his debut 
21 years ago, said Gigli was “a 
nasty little pig” whose words were 
“worthy of a tenor.” 

John Brownlee, Australian star, 
said it was “disgraceful” for Gigli 
to question the artistic merit of the 
American stars, Lawrence Tibbett, 
Grace Moore and Richard Crooks, 
“who, have been good enough to 
sing in the greatest opera houses 
in Europe.” 

Tibbett, in Detroit, fired back, 
“as one publicity hunter to another, 
. « « I like this country and I think 
Gigli doesn’t.” 

Miss Moore, in Newtown, Conn., 
suggested the Italian was dis- 
gruntied because “he came back 
this year and was greeted with only 
a lukewarm reception.” 

“It sounds like sour grapes,” said

He Thinks Dictators’ Power 
Due to Failure to Enforce 
World War Treaty.

have been averted had the stipula- 
tions of the Versailles treaty and 
‘other treaties negotiated shortly 


thee the World War been “faith- 


fully and honestly interpreted and 


fulfilled,” says David Lloyd George, 
war Prime Minister of Great Brit- 
ain in his “Memoirs of the Peace 
Conference,” to be published here 
Tuesday by the Yale University 
Press. 

“We should all agree that the 
treaties were never given a chance 
by the miscellaneous and unim- 
pressive array of second-rate states- 
‘men who. have handled them for 
‘ithe last 15 years,” Lloyd George 
| says. 
| “We should also all agree that 
‘the failure of a great deal o! what 
is best and noblest in the treaties 
| has been entirely due to the fact 
that there has been no will-power 
or steady resolve behind their exe- 
cution and that all the democratic 
Powers were equally to blame for 
this exhibition of ineptitude and 
nervelessness.” 


Begging on Door Step. 

The Prime Ministers and Pre- 
miers who negotiated the treaties, 
he continues, “Would be equally 
shocked at the spectacle of the 
great democratic countries, which 
in 1919 commanded universal! re- 
spect and exercised almost irre- 
sistible sway on the destiny of na- 
tions, now shivering and begging 
for peace on the doorsteps of two 
European dictators.” 

The British statesman charges 
that 99 out of every 100 critics of 
the Versailles treaty have never 
acquainted themselves with its stip- 
ulations. 

President Woodrow Wilson, he 
believes, would not have changed 
his opinions in any particular. 

Clemenceau’s view of things 
would be more inexorable than it 
was in 1919, he asserts. 

“He would jerk out in his fierce 
staccato that Germany behaved ex- 
actly as he had anticipated; that 
she had shammed paralysis in or- 
der to deceive the Allies—until she 
was ready to spring to arms once 
more; that she was now more pow~ 
erful, more domineering, more ‘dan- 
gerous, more ravenous than ever. 
As to the contents of the Versailles 
treaty, he would only blame himself 
for giving in to President Wilson 
on the question of the Rhineland.” 

Contribution to Brezkdown. 

It would be unfair, Lloyd George 
feels, to ascribe the failure of the 
more idealistic parts of the peace 
settlement entirely to the faults or 
delinquencies of European states- 
manship. The collapse of President 
Wilson, he believes, and America’s 
repudiation of the signature to the 
treaty contributed to the break- 
down of “the most idealistic and 
constructive sections of the treaty.”

LONDON, Feb. 27. — United 
States Ambassador Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy told the British Government 
today that drastic restriction of 
Jewish immigration into Palestine 
and the abolition of the British 
mandate over the Holy Land would 
have a “disastrous effect on public 


opinion in the United States.” 

The Ambassador saw Foreign 
Minister Viscount Halifax as Jew- 
ish delegates threatened to end a 
conference on the long-standing 
Arab-Jewish controversy unless 
Great Britain changed a plan to 
make the Holy Land an Arab state 
allied with Britain, with Jews rele- 
gated to minority status. 

It was understood Kennedy dis- 
cussed the situation in the light of 
a convention between the United 
States and Great Britain signed 
Des. 3, 1924, which stated that no| 
change could be made in the terms 


“unless such modification §§ shall 
have been assented to by the Unit- 
ed States.” 

The Ambassador asked for par- 
ticulars ofthe British plan after 
a long discussion of the situation 
with Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. of 
New York, who is attending the 
conference. 

No Statement in Commons. 

Colonial Secretary Malcolm Mac- 
Donald refused to discuss the Brit-| 
ish plan in the House of Commons’ 
and warned members against ac- 
cepting unofficial reports, which he 
blamed for serious incidents in 
Palestine.

© doubt you have seen a copy of the 
House Bill No. 115, introduced by J. 
A. Francie, which liberalizes the release 
from prison of inmates who are first of- 
fenders 
Having in mind the great interest you 
have shown in several cases, where first 
offenders have been incarcerated for 
more than 17 years, I wondered if you 
had given this bill any thought. 
This bill would remedy this condition, 
as it would give inmates serving for a 
first offense a chance to look forward 


THE SPANISH WAR ENDS. : 
The war in Spain, which began July 18, 1936, is 
over, with reluctant acceptance of an armistice by 
Premier Juan Negrin, and complete surrender of 
Madrid and Valencia awaits only the departure of 
Government leaders. It is understood that the terms 
agreed to by Gen. Franco are that he refrain from 
repfisals against the defeated enemy and that he| 
guarantee that Spain will be freed of German and 
Italian influence. 
As to the latter, the world will remain highly 
skeptical. Even if Gen. Franco were willing to cast 
off the allies whose troops, artillery, tanks, airplanes 
and technical advisers were a decisive factor in the 
victory, it is inconceivable that he would be permit- 
ted to do so. The Germans and Italians have too 
huge a stake to retire from Spain without collecting 
the fruits of their intervention. 
However the issues which led to the Spanish war 
may be defined, its local character has long been 
overshadowed by its international complications. It 
has been termed “the little world war,” and this is 
because Russia entered @n the side of the loyalists, 
while Mussolini and Hitler took the side of Gen. 
Franco. Because of the fear that the war could not 
be confined to Spain, Britain and France and other 
nations drew up the Non-Intervention Agreement. 

If this succeeded in confining the war to Spain, 
it also left the field clear for Germany and Italy. 
Russia all but withdrew as it became clear that no 
assistance could be expected from Britain and France. 
It is worth emphasizing why Germany and Italy are 
so deeply interested in Spain. There are certain pre- 
cious raw materials, like mercury, involved, but the 
main interest of the dictators is the strategic ad- 
vantages that Spain offers. 

Under cover of the Spanish war, the Germans 
have fortified the Strait of Gibraltar, both in South- 
ern Spain and Spanish Morocco, neutralizing the 
effect of the great British fort, which, since 1704, 
has guaranteed British ships safe passage through 


to a definite date, within reason, when 
their good behavior would be rewarded 
with a chance to go out and make good, 
under supervision. It would also put 
into the hands of the Warden, who is 
most familiar with conditions, the powe 
to give extra merit time to those inmates 
continuously employed and whose work 
has the approval of their supervisor. This 
would be a powerful help in maintaining 
good workmanship as well as discipline 
in the institution, and it would tend to 
improve the morale among the workers. 
Then, of course, there is the financial 
saving of several hundreds of thousands 
of dollars yearly and, most important of 
all, it would tend to restore that lost re- 
spect, in inmates released, toward 80- 
ciety. 

While this bill does affect me, I feel it 
is worthy of your kindly criticism and 
support.

| Because of the Spanish war, France is now virtu- 
ally encircled. Again under cover of the Spanish 
war, the Germans have built great concrete and steel 
airplane bases just south of the Pyrenees, from which 
‘the cities and munitions plants of Southern France 
are vulnerable to attack. France’s southern border is 
practically unfortified, since French military strategy 
has always been directed to protection of her north- 


ern and eastern borders. Control by Franco’s allies 


of the Balearic Islands, moreover, would make it ex- 
ceedingly difficult to transport French colonial troops 
across the Mediterranean in time of war. 

Both British and French, of course, are aware of 
the dangers to which the outcome of the Spanish war 
subjects them. Having stayed out of the conflict 
and permitted Germany and Italy to win, their hope 
now is to win back a position in Spain by peaceful 
means. Thus comes the announcement that Britain 
is expected to grant a large loan to Spain to help 
rehabilitate a country wrecked by two and one-half 
years of war. France may be expected to do likewise. 

Thus, in Spain the contest from now on will be 
between the enormous debt of gratitude Franco owes 
Germany and Italy and his need for money and sup- 
plies that Britain and France can offer him. If 
Europe were sure of a long period of peace, the 
British-French strategy might be considered with 
some degree of optimism; if a continental war is 
imminent, the time is too short for Britain and 
France to buy back the ground that they have lost 
to Germany and Italy on the Iberian Peninsula,

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A VALUELESS INDORSEMENT. 

The Young Democratic Clubs of Missouri, in con- 
vention at Joplin, adopted a resolution indorsing the 
presidential boom of Senator Bennett Champ Clark.

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WHY MISSOURI NEEDS SAVINGS BANK INSURANCE. 
The benefits brought to Massachusetts citizens by 
savings bank life insurance, and the recent adoption 
of this progressive plan in New York State, were 
discussed in an article in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. 
Missourians, too, would benefit greatly by adoption 
of this system, and a bill to that end, introduced 
by Representative Roscoe C. Summers of Cass Coun- 
ty, now is pending before the Legislature. Two re- 
cent disclosures in the news emphasize the need. 
The first comes from the insurance inquiry at 
Washington, in the testimony of Frederick N. Ecker, 
Metropolitan board chairman, that his company 
insures “every other man, woman and child whom 
you meet on the streets of St. Louis.” As our ar- 
ticle showed, around 80 per cent of these persons 
carry “industrial” policies, paid for in small install- 
/ments, but costing far more than ordinary insur- 
-ance. Massachusetts found that an industrial policy 
for $276 cost ground $5.70 a year; a mutual savings 
policy in the same amount cost only $1.07. Why 
should not Missouri citizens have this opportunity? 
The other disclosure concerns the enormous busi- 


ness done in this State by burial societies, another 
costly form of buying insurance in small amounts. 
Hearings at Jefferson City last week showed that 
700,000 Missourians are paying dues to 68 such 
societies. Contracts of this sort Rave no surrender 
value; payments must continue until death if bene- 
fits are to be received, and no official examination 
or supervision exists. Here is another potent argu- 
ment for adoption of savings bank insurance here. 
The Massachusetts system, introduced more than 
30 years ago by Louis D. Brandeis, has a long rec- 
ord of growth and successful operation. There is no 
longer anything experimental or theoretical about 


the plan. The Missour! House four years ago ap- 


proved its adoption here, but the bill was smothered 
in the Senate. This year the Legisiature has an 
opportunity to perform a valuable service for the 


State by passage of the measure. 
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THE MOVE FOR LABOR APPEASEMENT. 

President Roosevelt is losing no time in putting 
into effect his program to conciliate and reassure 
business. His move for a truce with the utilities and 
his statement that business need fear no new taxes 
are being followed up by exertion of the strongest pos- 
sible pressure for an end to the disruptive feud be- 
tween the two branches of organized labor. 

Will the White House succeed where others have 
failed? In more ways than one, the time is propi- 
tious. Not only the rank and file of both houses of 
labor, but also many of the subordipate leaders, are 
calling for an end to the quarrel. At the top, both 
John L. Lewis and William Green have stated that 
they recognize the need of reviving private industry. 
They undoubtedly realize appeasement between the 
AFL and the CIO would help toward that end. 

The plan that seems most likely to bring peace is 
one which would allow each group to retain its sepa- 
rate identity, with the field divided between them, 
the areas better suited to craft unions going to the 
AFL and those better suited to industrial unions 
going to the CIO. This scheme would call for a joint 
council to arbitrate recurring difference of interest. 

It would be false optimism, of course, to assume 
that the harassment of industry by senseless strikes 
will be ended by effecting a truce between the 
CIO and the AFL. Although it would be help- 
ful, this would not of itself restore discipline or 
end strikes in violation of contract. But a truce 
would place both the ranking Jabor leaders and the 
White House in a better position to exert pressure for 
order and responsibility in the various unions. 

If a truce is reached, industry will cease to be 
whipsawed by the demands of competing unions, 
each of which is trying to show the workers it can 
ask for more than the other, regardless of what busi- 
ness conditions justify. 

The country is waiting to see whether this peace 
effort sputters out in a volley of mutual vituperation, 
as have others before it, or whether Messrs. Lewis 
and Green can marsha! that modicum of labor states- 
manship necessary to end their internecine strife, 
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KATTELMAN STAYS IN PRISON, 

Rescinding of the Harold Kattelman parole, an- 
nounced today from Washington, is a notable victory 
for the power of public opinion. When the amazing 
and unheralded decision of the Federal Parole Board 
to free the notorious bucketshop operator was an- 
nounced in December, a vigorous and spontaneous 
outburst of protest arose from St. Louis. Without this 
demonstration, the “impenitent swindler” who fleeced 
hundreds of people of their savings would have 
walked out of prison Wednesday, after serving less 
than two years of his five-year sentence. The people 
have spoken, and their officials have rectified an 
error of judgment. 
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A GREAT PUBLIC VICTORY. 

The thoroughly unsatisfactory ending of the first 
trial of James J. Hines has been more than compen- 
sated for in the great triumph that District At- 
torney Thomas E. Dewey has scored at the second 
trial in convicting this powerful and veteran figure 
of Tammany Hall. Dewey has restored the shaken 
confidence of the many people who belleved that the 
“higher-ups” and the political power behind organ- 
ized crime could not be touched, 

He now has a chance to be of more service to the 
public and to win more renown by devoting his atten- 
tion to Magistrate Hulon Capshaw, accused of having 
been a Hines pawn in the sale of political protection 
to the gigantic policy racket headed by the late 
gangster, Dutch Schultz. 

Dewey, hailed by many as a man of destiny, has re- 
trieved the honors he lost in the first trial when one 
unfortunate question asked by the prosecutor caused 
a mistrial. Entirely by coincidence, Dewey also is 
brought more sharply into national focus by For- 
tune magazine’s survey of presidential prospects, 
which lists Garner as first choice to succeed Roose- 
velt and Dewey as a very close second. Unquestion- 
ably, Dewey would rank even higher if another such 
poll were made on the heels of his great victory. 

Full credit should be given Dewey for a triumph 
that was not easily won. At the beginning of the 
second trial, his principal witness, the sinister George 
Weinberg, gangster pal of Dutch Schultz, committed 
suicide. But Weinberg’s voice came from the grave 
when the blue ribbon jury heard read from a tran- 
script the damning details of how Weinberg paid off 
Hines, 

Hines boasted that he “couldn’t be convicted on 
testimony of a bunch of squealers,” and asserted that 
the whole case was the outgrowth of “politics,” but 
he was found guilty on all 13 counts of the indict- 
ment charging him with giving political protection 
in return for money. Dewey's star is certainly loom- 
ing brightly in the ascendancy. He should keep it 
there by continuing his fight against crime until 
New York is rid of the lowest underling and the high- 
est of the “higher-ups.” 

A REPUDIATED PLEDGE. 

One of the most hopeful provisions which George 
Rublee brought back from Berlin, in his task of ne- 
gotiating for refugee relief, was the Nazi pledge that, 
while no anti-Jewish decrees would be withdrawn, 
new persecutions would not be undertaken. That, 
was only two weeks ago. The Nazis have already 
broken their pledge with two drastic anti-Semitic 
measures, one of which will, if carried out, nullify 
the agreement with Rublee. 

The first measure represents fresh confiscation: 
an order that Jews surrender by March 7 all jewelry 
and precious metals, including even silver tableware. 
The second, ordering Jewish emigration from Ger- 
many at the rate of 100 persons a day, beginning 
today, means even greater confusion and even more 
dumping of refugees than before Rublee went to 
Berlin. It means a speeding up of expulsions to 
more than twice the rate embodied in the Rublee 
agreement. Havens arranged abroad are as yet so 
few that Jewish leaders in Berlin say it is impos- 
sible to fulfill the new order for more than three or 
four days. Instead of the relief expected under the 
Rublee plan, this edict brings fresh tortures. 

The greatest merit of the Rublee agreement was 
that it prepared the way for an orderly exodus of the 
victims, If the Reich now goes back on its word, 
this is undone. The new persecution emphasizes the 
need for quick action in allotting territory to refugees 
by nations with suitable areas at their disposal, and 
of raising funds for the victims’ care while plans for 
their permanent settlement are being perfected.

lic sentiment. This disclosure is made by 
Fortune magazine in its latest Survey of 
Public Opinion, which also reveals that: 

1, Only slightly more than a third of the 
American people say now that they would 
vote for Mr. Roosevelt if he is a candidate 
next year. 

2. Forty-five per cent believe the President 
will not seek a third term, while 31.1 per 
cent think he will. 

3. Seventy and one-half per cent are still 
undecided as to whom Mr. Roosevelt's suc- 
cessor should be, but Garner is the favorite 
of the few with opinions, with Dewey and 
Vandenberg next, in that order. 

The survey, which forecast within 1 per 
cent the President’s majority in 1936, shows 
—after eliminating the 5.8 per cent of the 
people who “don’t know” what they think 
of him—that Mr. Roosevelt is still approved 
by 63.5 per cent of the persons with opinions, 
a slight increase since January, when his 
popularity stood at 62 per cent of the same 
group. 

But when asked: “Would fou vote for 
Roosevelt if he ran in 1940?” the 63.5 per 
cent who approve the President divided 
sharply. Fifty-eight per cent of this 63.5 
per cent approving Mr. Roosevelt would 
vote for him again; 20.9 per cent of them 
would not, and 21 per cent don’t know. 
This cuts the total population vote he would 
be sure of winning, if he ran in 1940, down 
to 36.9. per cent, plus some portion of the 
people who applaud him, but haven't yet de- 
cided how they would regard his candidacy 
for a third term. 

To be re-elected he would have to win 
all the people who are uncertain about their 
vote, and then he would have only a negli- 
gible margin over the field. The two-term 
precedent may be a determining factor in 
tipping the scales against the possibility of 
Roosevelt's remaining in the White House. 


If there exists in the nation an opinion 
that third terms are dangerous and undesir- 
able on principle, whoever may be the candi- 
date, it presumably amounts to a maximum 
of 8 per cent. This is the number of people 
who, although devout New Dealers, would 
not favor Roosevelt's candidacy. And sup- 
posing that all of this 8 per cent represented 
anti-third terfM traditionalists distributed 
among Democrats and Republicans alike, 
there still would not be enough of them to 
offset the long lead Roosevelt has in the 
public favor.

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Too Many Mining Fatalities 


From the Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution. 


ITH the sole exception of Japan, the 

proportion of fatal accidents in mining 
coal is greater in the United States than in 
any other country, according to a report by 
the International Labor Office at Geneva. 

This country, the reponrt reveals, achieves 
a higher coal output per man employed than 
other nations, but at the same time more 
men meet their deaths in coal mine a 
dents. The rate per 1000 man-years of ex- 
posure to risk is, in America, 4.27, while 
other countries range downward to a rate 
of only .84 for Australia. Japan, the one 
country with a worse record than America, 
has a rate of 4.32. Great Britain, including 
the Welsh mining areas, which have been 
the subject of so much Government inves- 
tigation in recent years, has a rate of only 
1.34, 

The report covers the period between 1927 
and 1935 and is gratifying in one feature, 
at least. That is, all the countries surveyed 
showed a lowering of the fata! accident 
rate in coal mines, with the exception of six 
The rate in the United States, for the period 
covered, dropped from 4.43 to 3.67. 

It is possible the high accident rate in 
the United States is connected with the 
higher output per man achieved in the mines 
of this country. Higher output indicates 
a greater mechanization of labor and, where 
more machines are used, the risk generally 
increases. It can be offset only by scrupu 
lous adoption of every possible safety de 
vice,

Inder the interpretation of the 
Washington treaties which the 
United States officially insists upon 
in all its dealings with Japan, we 
do not have a legal right to fortify 
Guam.

FRED E. KEY FUNERAL 
WILL BE TOMORROW 


Inventor and Manufacturer of 
Boiler and Oil Refinery 
Devices. 


The funeral of Fred E. Key, vice- 
‘president and works manager of 
‘the Key Company of East St. Louis, 
manufacturer of oil refinery and 
power plant equipment, will be held 
tomorrow at 2 p. m. at the Peetz 
Brothers undertaking  establish- 
ment, 3029 Lafayette avenue. Mr. 
Key, 70 years old, died of a heart 
ailment at De Paul Hospital Sat- 


urday night. 

The Key Company was formed 
in 1916 to manufacture a cap for 
handholes in water tube boilers, a 
device developed by Mr. Key when 
he was engaged as a boiler inspec- 
tor for an insurance company. Sub- 
sequently the firm expanded to in- 
clude manufacture of four other 
boiler devices and 25 oil refinery 
inventions he originated, 

Boiler Plug’s Development. 

In his work as a boiler inspector, 
Mr. Key found that improperly fit- 
ted bolted plates and gaskets over 
the handholes were among the most 
frequent causes of trouble in boil- 
ers. After several years’ experi- 
menting, he developed a tapered 
plug to fit in the holes. Lacking 
capital to manufacture the device, 
he sold the idea to 12 St. Louisans 
and a small factory was opened on 
the East Side. 

The tapered plug, which contin- 
ued as the fundamental principle in 
many of his later inventions, made 
fortunes for the inventor and his 
backers. The company now employs 
400 men and represents an invest- 
ment of $1,600,000. Sale of the plugs 
is restricted to this country be- 
cause of the firm's policy of insist- 
ing on making all installations, but 
the refinery equipment is_ sold 
wherever there are oil fields. 

Often Worked at Night.

His 
death was unexpected, although he 
had suffered from a chest ailment 
since last fall. Believing himself 
on the road to recovery, Saito had 
made plans to return to Japan 
within a few months.

Where their 
home towns offer few employment 
prospects, they will be absorbed 
elsewhere.

“Bagnell, Mo., it is stated, The ref- 
erence is to plant operated there by 
the Union Electric Light and Pow- 
er Co. of Bt. Louis. 

The resolution continues that the 
Osceola dam would provide no flood 
relief for Kaneas, and that there 
is pending in the Legislature of 
that State a bill to authorize three 
reservoirs on the upper Osage, 
known in Kansas as the Marais des 
Cygnes River. Two would be in 
Osage County and one in Anderson 
County. These projects, it is de- 
clared, would afford “ample and 
complete” protection against floods 
throughout the Osage Valley. 

No Petition From Nevada, 

From Nevada, Mo., word reaches 
here of petitions against the dam 
signed by 3500 landowners and tax-

According to Washington offi- 
cials familiar with West Central 
Missouri, the letters for and against 
the Osceola dam reflect a contro- 
very which has stirred the section 
at intervals since the project. was 
first broached in 1932. On one 
side, according to these authorities, 
are banks, real estate concerns and 
insurance companies which lent 
money on Osage Valley farmlands 
at pre-depression rates of $40 to 
$60 an acre, and discovered after 
foreclosure that they could get no 
better price than $20 an acre. They 
are anxious to recoup their losses, 
it is declared, through Government 
condemnation and purchase of land 
which the proposed reservoir would 
submerge. 

Opposition From Farmers. 
On the other side, it is declared, 
stand farmers who dread the Gov- 
ernment’s price may not even cov- 
er their mortgages. 
Not a dime has been appropriated 
by Congress for flood control in the 
district known as the Missouri Ba- 
sin, and not a cent earmarked for 
the Osceola dam, The impression 
seems almost universal in Congress- 
man Wood's district that there lies 
in the Treasury at this moment the 
sum of $9,000,000 destined for the 
project at Osceola, and that work 
might begin tomorrow. The tale 
of how this mis nderstanding arose 
constitutes an interesting history. 
On Dec. 23, 1932, Secretary of War 
Hurley sent to tne Speaker of the 
House of Representatives a report 
from the chief engineer of the 
United States Army concerning sur- 
veys he had caused to be made in 
Missouri and Kansas sectors of the 
Missouri Valley. There was found 
at Osceola a small dam and hydro- 
electric plant, owned by the Mis- 
sourt Power and Light Co., which 
still serves current to the country- 
side over a radius of some 650 
miles. 
Situation Favorable for Plant. 
The army engineers reported that 
conditions were excellent for the 
erection of a 30,000 kilowatt Gov- 
ernment plant on the site of the 
present private one, with a reser- 
voir having a total capacity of 
3,700,000 acre feet and turbines able 
to produce annually 32,300,000 kilo- 
watt hours of current at an esti- 
mated cost of 5.2 mills each. An 
accompanying map showed that the 
proposed reservoir would branch 
from Osceola, extending on _ the 
northwest to Butler, Mo., and on 
the southwest as far as Fort Scott, 
Kan. The sites of numerous vil- 
lages would be submerged, such as 
Roscoe, Taberville and Papinville. 
Levees or bridges across the reser- 
voir would be required to carry 
United States Public Highway No. 
Tl, as well as tracks of the Missou- 
ri Pacific and Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas railroads. 
With this report the matter rest- 
ed until April 28, 1937, when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt dispatched a second 
army report to Congressman Whit- 
tington. By that time the ideas 
of the engineering division had 
greatly expanded. Under the name 
of the Missouri Basin Project, they 
recommended an enterprise to cost 
eventually $145,395,000 and com- 
prising nine separate dams, not 
only on the Osage, but on the Kan- 
sas, Gasconade and Grand rivers. 
Of these the Osceola project re- 
mained the largest and most ex- 
pensive.

of Kansas, and their estimated costs 
were listed as follows: Milford, 
$20,904,000; Tuttle Creek, $27,953,000, 
and Kanapolis, $8,970,00. The 
other six projects were in Missouri. 
On the Grand River was scheduled 
Chillicothe, with a plant to cost 
$28,24,000; on the Gascondate, Ar- 
lington and Richland, with respec- 
tive costs of $7,319,000 and $6,982,000, 
and on the Osage Pomme de Terre, 
South Grande and Osceola, with 
plants requiring estimated expendi- 
tures of $6,169,000, $10,368,000 and 
$28,530,000. 

This proposal was adopted by 
Congress, and the flood control bill 
of 1938 authorized the appropria- 
tion of $9,000,000 for preliminary 
work covering not Osceola alone, 
but all nine projects in the Mis- 
sourl Basin. Then came an un- 
expected hitch. President Roose- 
velt did not get round to signing 
the bill until after Congress ad- 
journed. Therefore, it was impos- 
sible to pass an enabling bill actu- 
ally appropriating the $9,000,000. 
Such a bill is now pending and is 
expected to be taken up in May 
or June. 

Prospects of Construction Dubious. 

There can be little doubt that the 
bill will be adopted in the next few 
months, but even then the prospects 
of construction at Osceola in the 
near future would remain dubious. 
The statute leaves to the discre- 
tion of the chief army engineer 
how, when and where he will be- 
ging spending his preliminary $9,- 
000,000 in the Missouri Basin. He 
is not telling—at least until the 
money is actually at his disposal. It 
is possible that Osceola may receive 
priority, but the chances against 
it are eight to one. 

A further complication arises 
from a bill which Congressman 
Usher L. Burdick (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, introduced in the House on 
Jan. 3 of this year, and which is 
being pondered by the Committee 
on Rivers and Harbors. After the 
mode] of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, Burdick’s measure would 
set up a Missouri Valley Authority, 
covering “all that section of the 
United States the waters of which, 
if undiverted, ultimately flow into 
the Missouri River.” Into this con- 
tinental tract, Osceola and its eight 
fellow projects in the so-called 
Missouri Basin would disappear at 
a single gulp.

“The prevention of the common, 
cold cannot be said to exist,” as. 

There js 
no method known to science which 
comes anywhere near the 100 pep 
cent success which we expect ip 
such diseases as smallpox, typhoid 
fever and diphtheria. 

The incidence of colds is univer 
sal. Studying college students aj 
over the country, it was found that 
just as many had colds in Los An. 
geles as in Galveston, Chicago, New 
York or New Haven. No type of 
climate confers any immunity, Ip 
the treatment of a cold that per. 
sists, however, a sojourn in a warm 
climate almost invariably helps to 
terminate it, 

The cause of colds is probably a 
filterable virus, a germ too small to 
be seen under the microscope. Hows 
ever, this is not perfectly certain 
and some bacteriologists believe 
that germs which can be cultured 
and seen under the microscope are 
the cause. 

It is probable that there are two 
stages to a cold—one the virus stage 
and the second the stage in which 
bacteria invade the mucus mem- 
brane. Many colds never get to the 
second stage, 

There is no scientific method 
known for the prevention of the 
first stage, but a great deal can be 
done to limit the seriousness of the 
second stage and to shorten its du- 
ration. Probably the best method of 
limiting the second stage is by the 
use of vaccines. Other methods of 
treatment are vitamin feeding, sun 
lamps, chlorine inhalations, sweat

to become so¢ial workers and im- 
prove the environment of others. 
It is a curious and significant fact 
that the field of professional social 
work, in which many of the move- 
ments for social reform have orig- 
inated, requires its workers to have 
a college education and two or 
three years’ post-graduate school- 
ing, but does not require them to 
possess the personality traits or 
emotional balance necessary for 
success in normal life. I have dis- 
couraged hundreds of ambiticns to 
do social work because they repre- 
sented the individual's escape from 
the necessity of improving himself. 


Evidences of these symptoms, 
arising in my experience with 
cases, are repeated in society at 
large. Indeed, it has seemed for 
the past several years as though 
the whole country were suffering 
a radical inferiority complex. We 
have blamed our misfortunes on the 
bankers, on Wall street, on the Re- 
publicans or the Democratg, on the 
delinquency of foreign debtors, on 
the capitalistic system, on thd rich, 
on technology and over-production 
—in fact on everything and every- 
body except ourselves, our own 
past follies and the selfishness 
which has governed individuals of 
low as well as high estate. 

Certain plans for social reform 
have, in recent years, gained tre- 
mendous followings because they 
are based on this psychological 
weakness in so many people. The 
plans I refer to are those calcu- 
lated to protect the individual not 
only against his own failures, pas- 
sions and bad habits, but against 
the vicissitudes of life generally. 
Millions of people, unable to plan 
their personal or family economy, 
are now enthusiastic for a planned 
national economy. Strange how a 
few capital letters can transform a 
Rnotty personal problem into a 
plausible panacea for society,

become a permanent part of the 

social structure, they will destroy 
the very people they are intended 
ito save. The mechanism of this de- 
| struction is the process of depriv- 
‘ing the individual of the responsi- 
| bility for himself and his

ilies, where parents continue to as- 
sume responsibility for their chil- 
dren after they should be  inde- 
pendent.

My 
answer that that I would rather 
have my clients make their own 
mistakes than plan their mistakes 
for them. Indeed, I have told hur 
dreds that it is better for them to 
make seven mistakes than to make 
one. There is little doubt that the 
trend of psychological practice is to 
make the individual responsible 
for himself, his actions and his hap- 
liness, 


Any normal person may require 
temporary assistance, psychological- 
ly as well as medically, spiritually, 
or financially. The depression made 
many independent people tempo- 
rarily helpless. But to convert such 
difficulties into a long drawn-out 
or permanent program of depend- 
ence, whether done by a psycholo- 
gist or by the state, is a crime 
against the individual and against 
those who must support him. It is 
comparable to encouraging the per- 
son to sell his most precious birth- 
right for a mess of pottage, and it 
robs society of the kind of people 
who make a self-sustaining social 
order possible.
